1. The only formal meeting of the Subcommittee during FI* 55 was held 
on 5 Oclober '5U* The activities have consisted principally of informal 
discussions between the AFOIN* Army Map Service* and CIA Members concerned 
with electric power research- These discussions* mainly on the subject of 
gaps in intelligence* resulted in the determination of the priority 
deficiei ciase These were submitted to the Members of the Subcommittee by 

^ means of EPSF-D-3, dated 30 September t $k» and formal agreement on the 
deficiencies* as stated* was reached at the meeting of 5 October *5U«* 

2. The material for Columns U and 5 of the columnar outline of 
prior. its research has now been provided and a draft, ERSF-D-4** of the com- 
pleted nirvey on electric power deficiencies is being submitted with this 
report to the Members of the Subcommittee, for consideration and comment® 
It is espected that formal action on it will be taken at the next meeting. 

3* Mo action was taken toward a survey of priority deficiencies in 
the field of solid fuels, since CIA Is the only Agency new doing active 
research in that field in the Sino Soviet Bloc* Mr. Ja A. Corgan* Bureau 
of Mines * was appointed an Associate Member of the Subcommittee in orde r 
* that it may receive the benefit of his past experience on solid fuels 
within l ha Sino-Soviei Bloc and his present knowledge of these fuels in 
areas mb side the Sino-Soviet Bloc® 

lio With respect to n agreed statistics" the consensus was that the 
only item presently susceptible of such treatment was "gross national 
annual j reduction" figures for electric power. Consideration is being 
given ts the development of "agreed statistics" on solid fuels.
